A six-mnn team from the state 


Employment Security Division is 
conducting an intensive labor sur- 
vey In the small north Arkansas 
couhly (populnllon 0,057). 


When the ESD is throiiKh, sta- 


tistics on t'hfl Fulton County lalx>r 
market will be the most complete 
lit the state., In addition, job seek- 
ers will have « clearer picture 
of. their own skills and money- 
milking potentialities. 


The team Interviewed and test- 


ed' 200 applicants at Mammoth 
Spring during the first week it 
wns in. the county. ESD officials' 
estimate more than 1,000 persons 
will bo catalogued before the sur- 
vey is completed around Aug. 1. 


Meanwhile, personnel in the Lit- 


tle Rock ESD office are collect- 
Ing Information 
a l> o u t 
Fulton 


County's economic situation. This 
data and result of the labor sur- 
vey will be combined into a re- 
port which will give a detailed 
profile of the county's economic 
Resources. 


"This report will be tunied oveJi 


to' county leaders," Kays J. L. 
Blnml, 
ESD administrator, 
"ft 


wjll help them determine what di- 
rection they should lake to stimu- 
lute their economy. It will give 
thcrn a clear picture of 'their 
strengths and weaknesses." 


The Fulton County survey is 


similar, but more detailed, to a 
sVir.veyi ma'd'o in a four-county area 
(Independence, Sharp, Stone and 
Jzard) two years ago. 


,It is part of an ESD program 
to take its services into areas 
which .do not have easy access to 
one of the 30 ESD regional offices 
The rtejarcsti ESD office! lo Fultiiii 
County is nt Balesville, 50 miles 
away. 


The survey team had four weeks 


of..intensive training in the Little 
Rock office before it went into 
the field. Emmelt Wilson, direc- 
tor,, of special programs for the 
ESD, met many times with coun- 
tjf.leadcrs and a schedule of the

around the county. 


The team will visit 21 communi- 


ties during its three months of 
work.

"We aren't sure what we will 


do next," Wilson said. "I'm sure 
the team will move to some other 
county. We have several requests 
from other counties for a survey. 
But I can't say now whether we'll 
hire additional teams. Right now 
we're more interested in a com- 
plete .report. We cold spread our- 
selves too thin if we try to branch 
out too much.'

After the survey report is com 


plete, which Wilson estimates will 
be about two months' after the 
team returns to Litlle Rock, Ihe 
ESIQ will send a labor market 
analyst into Fulton County lo help 
business and industrial deveop 
inept leaders interpret information 
collected.
